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It is often seen nowadays that people call Allah Miya or Specify 
position to his existence by saying "Uparwala’. For instance, The 
one existing above (Uparwala) is watching, Allah Miya bestows, The 
one whose existence is in skies (Uparwala) is with us etc. 

This is a big mistake and one must avoid it. Calling Allah Miya or 
to specify position for his existence is not correct. A lot of 
scholars stated that to call Allah Ta'ala in such a way is 
impermissible and some of the sayings of such scholars are given 
below : 


(1) Aala Hadrat, Imam Ahmad Rida Khan writes that one should avoid 
using the word "Miya" with the name of Allah Ta'ala as it has three 
meanings i.e. Lord, Husband and Broker of extra marital relations. 
Two of them are absolute impossible for Allah's personality so use 

of this word is impermissible and to feel proud over it's use is 
illiteracy.

(2) At another place Aala Hadrat writes that the questioner has used 
the word Miya with the Great Name of Allah Ta'ala, this is 
impermissible and bad. In Urdu language the word Miya has three 
meanings and two of them are absolute impossible for Allah Ta'ala to 
be so use of this specific word is not praiseworthy.

(3) In Malfoozat (Sayings of Aala Hadrat) the same is mentioned that 
the word Miya has three meanings, the magnificence of Allah Ta'ala 

is free from two meanings. Although one meaning is appropriate but 
when there are two inappropriate meanings of the same word then 
according to the Islamic Law it will be impermissible to use that 

word for Allah Ta'ala. One meaning of the word Miya is Lord, Indeed 
Allah Ta'ala is Lord, second meaning of the word Miya is Husband and 
third meaning is Broker of extra marital relations.

(4) The caliph of Aala Hadrat, Sadarushshariah, Hadrat Allama Mufti 
Amjad Ali Aazmi writes that to call Allah Miya is prohibited as one 
of the meaning of Miya is Husband.

(5) Muftiye Azam -e- Hind, Allama Mustafa Rida Khan writes that 

Allah Ta'ala, Allah Azzawajal, Allah Azza Jalalahu, Allah Subhanahu, 
Allah Azza Shanahu or Jalla Shanahu etc. should be used. Miya should 
be avoided. People use this word, they should refrain themselves 

from using it. For more details please check Ahkame Shariat where 
Aala Hadrat writes a detailed content. Calling Miya is not a sin but 

to using it in the context of Allah Ta'ala is bad. It doesnt suit 

to the Magnificence of Allah Ta'ala.

(6) Shaarahe Bukhari, Allama Mufti Shareeful Haq Amjadi writes 
regarding the same that this is not available in the books of 

earlier scholars. Aala Hadrat, Imam Ahmad Rida in his Fatawa states 
that to call Allah Miya is prohibited, reasoning the fact that there 

are three meanings of the word Miya: Lord, Husband and Broker of 
extra marital relations and when there are two inappropriate 
meanings of the same word then according to Islamic Law it is 
impermissible to use that word for Allah Ta'ala.

The example of this is "Raaina". When the companions didn't get the 
sayings of Huzoor -e- Aqdas £5 they used to say Raaina which means do 
some favor on us. In the dictionary of Jews Raaina means a fool. The 
Jews started saying Raaina again and again with the evil intentions. 
Allah Ta'ala inhibit the companions from saying Raaina and ordered 

to say "Unzurna" which means look at us with mercy. The same risk is 

in here. If you say Allah Miya with the intention of Lord and 

someone says the exact word with an evil intention then who will 

stop them. They will give the reference of us for their action so 

use of the word isn't permissible.

(7) At another place Allama Mufti Shareeful Hag Amjadi writes that 
no one has written the use of Miya with Allah Ta'ala forbidden 
instead they wrote the use of it as impermissible. Each 
impermissible thing is not forbidden. Impermissible can also be said 
as Makroohe Tanzeehi (The Sharia doesnt like it but the person 
wont be considered sinful) Muftiye Azam in his Fatawa writes, "It 

is not a sin but the use of this word for Allah Ta'ala is bad". The 
word doesn't deserve to the Magnificence of Allah Ta'ala.

(8) Hadrat Allama Mufti Ismayeel Husain Noorani writes that it is 
the united belief of Muslims that Allah Ta'ala is unfettered from 
settling in a place or a period because Allah Ta'ala is the creator 
and place or period are creations.

It means when it is proved that Allah Ta'ala is free from body then 
it is also proved that Allah Ta'ala is free from necessity of body. 
So Allah Ta'ala is free from any sort of colours, fragrance, faces. 
Allah Ta'ala don't have a shape, Allah Ta'ala is not settled in 


anyone's body, Allah Ta'ala is free from residing in a particular 
place. 


In our society people often went on to say the one existing above for 
Allah Ta'ala or pointing towards sky when they talk about Allah Ta'ala 
or looking at the sky during prayings and supplications. In all these 
conditions the intention of the people is to show the highness of 
Allah Ta'ala. If this is really the case then it is not paganism 
otherwise supplications from raising hands will be impermissible too. 


Allama Fazle Rasool writes : 

Although sky is an elevated place but the people do the supplications 
raising their hands because it is the Qibla for supplications. The 
same as the Holy Ka'aba is the Qibla of the Muslims for the prayings. 
While the one (Allah Ta'ala) who is being prayed is free from settling 
in Ka'aba or the sky.

If someone refers Allah Ta'ala as the one existing above then he won't 
be considered impious as long as his intentions behind such act are 
disclosed. 

Hadrat Muawiya Bin Hakam Radiallaho Ta'ala Anhu takes his maid to the 
court of Huzoor £5. Huzoor £5 asked the maid for the assurance of her 
faith that where is Allah Ta'ala?

her free to Hadrat Muawiya Bin Hakam Radiallaho Ta'ala Anhu as she was 
Muslim.

In this Hadith the maid said, "In the Sky" and from this the intention 

of her was not to fix a place or direction for Allah Ta'ala. Her 

purpose was to tell that just as the prayings are done in the earth in 

the same way the prayings are done in the skies as well. Since her 
intention was not to fix a place for Allah Ta'ala that's why Huzoor 2 
declared her Muslim. 

If a person has the intention to fix a place or direction for Allah 

Ta'ala then he will be ordered to renovate his faith and do the 
penitence. Hadrat Allama Amjad Ali Azmi writes in the context of 
Fatawa Qazi Khan that to fix a place for Allah Ta'ala is paganism as 
he is free from place. If someone says, "Up the God down are you" then 
it is the sentence of paganism.

prohibited because it has two meanings. If it was prohibited in the 

court of Huzoor && then Allah Ta'ala is far superior.

Allah Miya is inappropriate because in our society the word Miya is 
practiced for Father and Husband and practice preferred over Islamic 
law (under some circumstances).

This word 
should not be used with the Name of Allah Ta'ala Although the people 
don't have the intention of using those bad meanings but still is 
against the practice so use of such word should be avoided.

Al sattar, Al Ghafoor, Ar Raoof, Ar Raheem etc. Whatever name, 
laudable words, admirable words used to interpret the personality of 
Allah Ta'ala must be worthwhile. The word "Miya" and "Saai" is not 
worthwhile to be put in the Name of Allah Ta'ala because a person 
may be using these words considering it's better meanings but still 
the inappropriate meanings of these words creates doubt. That's why 
it is inappropriate to use these words with the great name of Allah 
Ta'ala. Instead the below mentioned names should be used: Allah 
Ta'ala, Allah Jalla Shanahu, Allah Subhanahu Wa Ta'ala, Baari Ta'ala 


Have a look at the meanings of the word Miya and Saai from the books 
of vocabulary that are given below : 


Miya : In Urdu language it means Husband, Eunuch, A word which is 
used to call someone of your own class or lower than you, son etc. 
Saai : Husband, Monk, Beggars etc.

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It is crystal clear that these words are not worthwhile for the 
personality of Allah Ta'ala. Some of the meanings show the aspect of 
flaws for Allah Ta'ala. So, according to my opinion people should 
avoid saying "Allah Miya" or "Allah Saai" and in yours homes, 

offices, public, and in front of your children one should take care 

of the words. 

Allah Ta'ala is great and is free from any sort of Flaws, 

imperfections and weaknesses. Since Allah Ta'ala says:

Your Lord who is of great honor and is free from every flaws which 
they states. 


For the personality of Huzoor £, Allah Ta'ala prohibited the use of 
any word that have possible bad meanings, Doesn't matter if the 
person is using with good intentions but an impious person can use 
the same word consider it's bad meanings. Allah Ta'ala says :

The above statements clearly proved that Allah Miya or specifying 
position for Allah is prohibited and in some conditions it is 
dangerous as well. Saying Miya is not forbidden or a sinful act but 
prohibited because it has bad meanings too and it's use to the Name 
of Allah Ta'ala is never permissible. Specifying Position for Allah 
Ta'ala is strictly prohibited because it proves a direction and 

Allah Ta'ala is free from being in the sky or on the earth. We 

should use those words which are according to Islamic laws and our 
Islamic scholars liked that. And avoid using the words in which 

there is even a little bad meaning.
